Indeed, if Grand Juries err on any 
side, it is that of over-caution, as is plainly seen by 
the statistics of the two years we have mentioned 
above; for, whilst in 1856, out of 398 cases com- 
mitted, the bills were ignored in 2 alone, and the 
other 396 sent up for trial, the number of acquittals 
afterwards by the l’etty Jury was 64. Taking, there- 
fore, the decisions of the Petty Jury as our standard 
of right, we see, that the Grand Jury might have 
ignored the bills in 64 cases more than they ac- 
tually did ; so that, in order to let a single criminal 
escape, they would have had to ignore not 2 cases 
alone, but 67. We trust, then, that so useful an 
institution may still remain amongst us, and that 
the bill to effect its abolition may not pass.

was to obtain the almost complete independence of 
Venotia at the price of the restoration of the Arch- 
dukes. ‘These negociations having failed, in spite ot 
my most carnest solicitations, I have expressed 
my regret on this account at Vienna as well as 
at Turin; besides the state of things, if prolonged, 
threatened to remain without any issue. While 
this state of things was the subject of explana- 
tions between my Government and that of Austria, it 
caused steps on the part of England, Prussia, and Russia, 
which, taken together, clearly evinced the desire of the 
Great Powers to arrive at aconciliatory adjustment of 
all dissensions. In order to second those di spositions, 
it was important for France to present such a combina- 
tion as would give the greatest chance of being accepted 
by Europe. In guarantceing Italy by my army against 
foreign intervention, I had the right to point out the 
desire of thisguarantee. I have not, therefore, hesitatedto 
declare to the King of Sardinia, that although leaving 
to him an entire liberty of action, I could not 
follow him in a poliey which in the eyes of Europe 
appeared to intend the coalition of the States of Italy, 
and which threatened new campaigns. I have coun- 
selled him to reply favourably to the wisheg of the 


provinces which offer themselves to him, but 
to maintain the automony of Tuscany, and 
to respect in principle the rights of the 
Holy See. If this arrangement does not satisty 


everybody, it has the advantage of resetving the prin- 
ciple of calming apprehension, and it elevates Viedmont 
to a kingdom of more than 9,000,000 of souls. Having 
in view this transformation of Northern Italy, which 
gives toa powerful State the passage of the Alps, it was 
my duty for the safety of our frogtiersto claim the 
French side of the mountains. In this reclamation of a 
territory of small extent, there is nothing to alarm 
Europe or belie the disinterested policy which I have 
more than once proclaimed, France, however, will not 
acquire this aggrandisement, small as it is, either by a 
military occupation, or by exciting an insurrection, 
or by secret intrigues ; but, in fairly stating the ques- 
tion to the great Powers of Europe, their equity 
will, doubtiess, them to as 
France would certainly do with regard to them, in 
the same circumetances, that the important territorial 
change which is about to take place gives us the right 
to guarantees indicated by nature herself. I cannot

THE AUSTRO-RUSSIAN TREATY. 

The Morning Chronicle announces in the most positive 
terms the conclusion of the above Treaty, which it 
stated on Saturday was on the eve of being signed. 
The Treaty has undergone some modifications. Rus 
sia will not aid Austria in Italy. Russia makes this

Ile took the 
principle on the ground that the constitution would be 
thereby materially strengthened. Ile would not again 
enter into the scenes of Nottingham and Bristol Con- 
sidering the subject, they had thought it best to make 
the matter as complete as possible, to avoid the intro- 
duction of fancy franchises hitherto unknown to the 
Constitution, all of which are liable to abuse. Their 
intention was sitaply to extend the 410 franchise, «ub- 
ject to the present condition of payment of rates. With 
that view they had made many inquiries, especially as to 
whether the franchise should be a rated one. On inquiry 
they found the greatest discrepancy in the comparison 
of the gros and the rated vale sometimes there were 
discreparcies of 9 per cent., at others of 30 per cent. 
It would be making the franchise dependent on local 
feelings and customs. There were, besides, considera- 
tions introduced into the rated value which ought not 
to interfere with the privileges of the franchise, al- 
though it would be a fair consideration as to the 
amount of the rate as a pecuulary payment; they there- 
fore thought it would be inconsistent and contrary to 
abstract right to make the franchise dependent upon 
the rated value.

THE GALE—A SCHOOLHOUSE BLOWN DOWN 
AT STOCKPORT. ma 
On Tuesday, during the severe gale of wind, the 
Wesleyan day-schools, in Great Portland-street, Rrin- 
nington, Stockport, were partially blown down whilst 
% children were pursuing their studies inside. About 
half-past eleven o'clock the wind, which was blowing 
from the north-west, took off a part of the roof, Without, 
however, doing any serious damage. The schoolmaster 
and mistress, Mr. Joseph Farnsworth and Miss Hal), 
became alarmed for the safety of the children. and 
ordered them to quit the building. Whilst the children 
were leaving, a terrific gust of wind came from the same 
quarter as before, and lifted the roof from the walls. 
A debris of stones, bricks, and wood fell on all sides, ard 
a number of the children were knocked down whilst 
taking flight. A little boy, about four years old, named 
John Ashton, whose parents live in Chapel-street, Brin- 
nington, was killed on the spot, being frightfully mangled 
by the fall of debris: and a number of others were 
severely, and in some instances, dangerously wounded. 
rhese children, together with two others, who were 
afterwards sent to their homes, were taken to the In- 
firmary, where every care was taken of them by Mr. 
itman, the house surgeon. : 
The cause of the accident was commonly reported 
to te the way in which the schools were built. From 
an exterior views they seemed substantially erected, 
The building was erected in 1858, which date aphears 
on the north wall. The walls were brick, with a tacing 
of Yorkshire stone. The style was Gothio, the aide 
walls having buttresses about last. apart. ‘Che ground 
floor was divided into half a dozen class-rooma, in which 
420 children were being taught at the time ef the acci- 
dent , the upper storey comprised a single room, 
with an open timber roof of considerable steepuess. 
The more advanced class occupied this room. 
The schools were unde: the management of a com- 
mittee of gentleman living chiefly in the neighbour- 
howl ; and their original cost was shout £2,000. This 
is the second accident that has occurred at the schools, 
the roof having been blown off in a similar manner 
during their erection,

THE TREATY OF COMMERCE WITH FRANCE. 

The following is an additional article to the Treaty 
of Commerce, concluded at Paris onthe 23rd of January, 
1860, between her Majesty and the Emperor of the 
French, signed at Paris on the 25thof February, 1860, 
and ratifications exchanged at Paris on the 28th of 
February, 1860 :— 

“By Article VIII. of the Treaty of Commerce be- 

tween her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland and his Majesty the Emperor 
of the French, signed at Paris on the 23rd of January 
last, her Britannic Majesty undertook to recommend to 
Parliament the admission into the United Ki m of 
brandies and spirits iiaported from France at a duty ex- 
actly equal to the excise duty levied upon home-made 
spirits, with the addition of a surtax of 2d a gallon, 
which would make the actual duty payable on French 
brandies and spirits 8s 2d a gallon. Since the ratifica- 
tion of the said treaty the Government of her Britannic 
Majesty have ascertained that the surtax of 2d a gallon 
is not sufficient to countervail the charges with which, 
in ce .nsequence of the operation of the laws of Custom 
and Excise, home-made British spirits have now to con- 
tend; and thata surtax limited to the rate of 2da gal- 
lon would still leave home-made British spirits subject 
to a differential duty in favour of foreign brandies and 
spirits. 

c Consequently, the government of her Britannic Ma- 
jesty having represented these circnmstances to the go- 
vernment of his Majesty the Emperor of the French, and 
his Imperial Majesty having consented that the amount 
of the said surtax shall be increased, the two high con- 
tracting parties to the said treaty of commerce do, by 
the present additional article, agree that the amount of 
such surtax shall be 5d.a gallon, and her Britannic 
Majesty engages to recommend to Parliament the ad- 
miseion into the United Kingdom of brandies and spirits 
imported from France at a duty exactly equal to the 
Excise duty levied upon home made spirits, with the 
addition ofa surtax of 5d. a gallon. 

The t additional article shall have the same 
force and validity as if it had been inserted in the 
Treaty of Commerce of the 23d of January last. 

„It shall be ratified, and the ratifications thereof shall 
be exchanged at Paris within five days from the date of

have signed the same, and have affixed thereto the seals 
of their arms.

COUNTY OF CORK ELECTION, 

So far as the east of the county is-concerned, Mr. 
Deasy’s chance is gone. Not his warmest friend 
imagines that any number of votes worth speaking of 
is to be had there. And how has it come about? How 
does it happen that there, where “liberal” and res- 
pectable” Roman Catholicism used to be so strong, it is 
now so weak ? How, gentlemen? What has produced 
the revolution? What has made you so powerless? 
What has reduced you trom deciders of an election to 
expectants—to waiters on a poll the result of which 
you calculate with trembling and with fear? The 
Priests have done it—your own Priests, gentlemen— 
the men you so often lauded and welcomed — the 
men you sooften summoned and shouted for—the men 
whom you so often relied on to rally “ the frieze 
counts, and whom you so often clapped and cheered in 
Chamber of Commerce and in Court-house, and from 
whose “ liberal’ lips the grossest calumnies were hailed 
as utterances of an oracle when a Conservative was to 
be “blackened” and held up to the execration of the 
mob—these, gentlemen! these are the men who have 
done it ; and now, what do you think of yourselves ? 
if ever tables were turned, they are turned on you. 
The very expedients which you patronised, the asper- 
sions which you propagated, the placards which you 
ported —* Stockport“ and its riots—-all these are now 
resorted to against you, and resorted to, we fear you will 
find, with very damaging effect. Do you not now re- 
pent the trickeries you rejoiced in then? 

However, it is not to reproach you that we write, but 
that you may reflect at leisure and amend your ways. 
You have been taken unexpectedly ; and if, in your 
constituency, there was any independence, the devices 
used against you would tell to your advantage. A just 
cause should disclaim them, and just men would scorn 
to employ them. 

Between the candidates, as we have said, we are in- 
different. Tous Lord Campden’s “ Conservatism” is no 
recommendation. We do not admire—we are not sure 
that we understand it. It may answer in Eagland, but 
it is of too complex a character for the Irish imagina- 
tion. Perhaps we shouid rather say too simple a char- 
acter, for it looks like absolutism—direct and downright 
absolutism. What's right at Rome is right every where. 
Such is the credential with which he comes to us. Well, 
electors! will you have him? Do as you like, gentle- 
men. This is a free land, and as far as we can we’)! 
keep it free; and, therefere, were all the returns in 
England dependent on it, we would not write a word in 
favour of a man who came vouched by such sponsors 
as answered for him on Monday, Ultramontanism 
is not to our taste, and it is to the credit of Mr. 
Deasy that, with much to bend and bias him, 
he refused to bow to it. Look at the reception it 
gave to Mr. Clanchy. Look at the way in which the 
right of the clergy to override the laity was asserted ; 
and is any one of manly mind and sentiment to be ex- 
pected to lend his aid to extend or to establish an in- 
solent and audacious oligarchy ? Where will usurpa. 
tion end if l’riests are permitted to lord it in this 
fashion? Why, wherever there is a spark of spirit in 
the Romanist community it ought to rise against the 
unendurabie arrogance of a clergy which oversteps its 
bounds, and seems to exult in the wantonness with 
which it tramples on the laic neck. If Lord Campden 
be a representative fit for ite victims, he is not a re- 
presentative fit for Protestants. Mr. Deasy has never 
descended to a degradation such as this. Tolitically 
we do not like him, but privatcly he is an estimable 
and an honourable man, and that is more than we can 
say of a man, and that man once a Protestant and the 
son of a British’ nobleman, who puts himself into the 
hands of a priesthood that speaks as spoke Lord Camp- 
den's supporters at the nomination. 

How the election will go it would be vain to spe- 
culate. We think Mr. Deasy will win it, and from the 
strenuous efforts of the opposing party to obtain Con- 
servative aid for Lord Campden we infer that his lord- 
ship's supporters are not so sure of success as they 
professed to be on Monday. It will require, however, 
resolute exertion on the part of Mr. Deasy's allies to 
defeat them ; and, indeed, the extravagance of the 
Ultramontanists has determined not a tew Protestants 
to strengthen him with votes which, but for it, might 
not have been given at all. His moderation, his in- 
tegrity, and his independence secure him the support 
of a good many of the clergy of the west, and we have 
heard that Lord Bandon and other influential Conser- 
vatives mean to go with him. ‘To these his return will 
probably be due.
